charging a moderate-rate of "interest 
and deducting costs of administration, 
arc devoted to charitable purposes. 
The institution lends from one-halt 
up to two-thirds on .the -estimated 
value of goods pawned. Persons de- 
siring a loan mustr'bc identified to 
the keeper of the pawnshop.' 
The 


lowest amount upon which money is 
loaned is 71 cents. A branch of the 
royal pawnshop in the locality where 
the poor class reside, a1 loan is made 
on '17 cents and a rate of 12 per. cent- 
um per annum is charged .on all loans 
by the'royal office.
